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The KRABRep Present Four Dramas‘ 


January is Radio Drama Month at KRAB. This 
month marks the unveiling of two drama pro- 
ductions at work for the last six months: 
Working Part One - a desperation plea and 

orking Part Two - achieving satisfaction. 
Both are adaptations from the book by Studs 
Terkel. They will be aired on consecutive 
nights - Part One at 9pm on Jan. 30 and 
Part Two at 9:30 pm of Jan. 31. 


Also, the KRABRep, our resident drama group 
will present two adaptations conceived by 
its members. The first will be Stonecrop. 
This piece is concerned with townspeople's 
reflections of smalltown life. It will be 
presented as a series of Morning Readings 
on Jan 8-11 at 10:00am. The producer is 
Toby Harris. The second will be Mimosa, 

a science-fiction play in the subtle, in- 
telligent and sophisticated vein. I[t will 
be aired on Jan. 26 at 8pm, with Andrew 
Hummel as producer. 


About the two Working shows: These two shows 
have been in their formation process for six 
months. The convention of the book is real- 
life interviews with people about their jobs 
and their feelings about their work. Coming 
from a theatrical background rather than a 
radio one and wanting to escape the tradi- 
tional radio drama as well as the documentary 
style that the book lends itself to, I de- 
cided to approach the shows simply as a pro- 
duct of my generation, that is, "“the-lis- 
tening-to-records generation. Both shows are 
conceived through this idea. Music acts as 
more of a subconcious identity in the lives 
and locale of the characters than just pure 
‘background sounds. Each character selection 
ts labeled like a cut off an album. This 
motif works differently in the two shows. 
Part One deals with dissatisfaction, hope- 
Tessness, boredom and rebellion. These ele- 
ments call for a more dramatic pacing and 
overall rendering than Part Two. This show 
is more laid back and thoughtful for its ele- 
ments are derived from a more or less satis- 
fied perspective. Witness: (Part One) Hippy 
Coppy Boy, "I will say...This is bogus, this 
is bullshit, a man, a woman shouldn't have 


to spend time doing this... and just walk out." 


(Part Two) A Hooker, "All I did was act out 
the reality of American womanhood." The char- 
acters' names are left out to give the content 
more of a national/universal feeling. Be 
Listening.

The resulting 85 minutes of 
music, ranging from free jazz to African funk 
were edited from that session.
